Slavery i* another work of death aad hell. 


He who holds hi* fellow-man in Slavery, does 
the same as if he held Christ in Staven . "And 
the King shall answer and say unto them, Veri- 
ly I say unto you, inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me." 


Slavery is an institution of mere force. The 


law of force, which abrogates all the rights of 
a man, can create uo duty as obligatory upon 
him. 
Duties are an outgrowth from rights — 


So far, then-fore, as human laws enacting Slave- 
ry can operate, the slave is absolved from all 
duty or obligation whatever. The authojity 
which is exercised over him is one of usurped 
force, to which he can never be held justly a 
debtor. 


But no act of man can absolve n human be- 


ing from the law of God. The slave, equally 
with the freeman, is subject to the law of God 
in the Lord Jesus. He must, therefore, in his 
efforts to obtain freedom, resort to no means 
not wnrranted by the gospel of Christ 


The duty to abolish Slavery is part of tlie 


mission of e\ery Christian, and he who is false 
to it, forfeits his Christian character. Christ, 
in speaking of his office, says, — "The spirit of 
the Lord is upon me, because he hath anointed 
me to preach the gwpel to the poor; he hath 
sent me to heal the broken-heiirted, to preach 
deliverance to the captives, and recovering of 
sight to the blind; to set at liberty them that 
are bruised ; to preach the acceptable year of 
the Lord." This office of Christ is also Hie 
office of his people. The Church in hisbod>. 
Tn assert that the body of Christ can hold n 
slave, or csn advocate or support Slavery, is to 
destroy the entiro office of the Redeemer.
